YOU CAN GROW ORCHIDS 


For many years those who grew orchids thought or talked and wrote as if they 
thought that one must possess a number of special senses in order to even attempt 
the task of growing orchids. Now thousands of amateurs throughout the nation 
have thoroughly debunked this theory. Perhaps there was some excuse for the 
early growers forming this opinion when we consider the uniqueness and astound- 
ing beauty of orchids. So unique, so beautiful that the early growers could not 
quite consider them as plants in the normal sense and instead of employing the 
principals of culture of plants familiar to them they attempted to formulate a new 
set of procedures with little or no data to work on, became completely confused 
themselves, and confused everyone else. Amateurs have been successful in growing 
orchids in a wide variation of enclosures all the way from a glass box in the living 
room, an out-of-doors enclosure that was hardly big enough to turn around in to 
some quite spacious and artistically constructed greenhouses. First of all, remember 
that orchids are plants. Don’t be afraid of them. Overcome the greatest fear first 
which usually is how and when to water the plants. Water them the same as you 
would most any other potted plant and at about the same degree of dryness. The 
only difference is that the medium used for potting orchids holds more water longer 
than the medium used for dirt plants; therefore they will need watering less fre- 
quently. A safe rule is to make up your mind when the plant needs water, then 
water it the next day or the day after. Amateurs have been successful in growing 
orchids in a wide variety of materials — gravel, haydite and so on, but the standard 
material is osmunda fibre built firmly in the pot so as to leave the grain of the 
osmunda running vertical. Don’t worry about this task either. The chances are 
that you will pot your plant right if you approach the task with a relaxed do or die 
spirit. Provide about the same amount of shade that you would apply to ferns, 
caladiums or similar plants. The ideal day temperature is from 75° to 85° but 
short periods of near 100° will prove harmless if the enclosure is moist. A night 
temperature of 63° to 65° is best in Southern California. Northern and Eastern 
states of course should employ lower temperatures both day and night in the 
cooler months of the year and about the same as California in the summer. Top 
this off with maintaining a relative humidity of about 65% in daytime and you are 
a first-class orchid grower already.

ORCHIDS LIKE EACH OTHER 


Contrary to popular belief, a wide variety of orchids will grow in the same 
enclosure. Cypripediums and Cattleyas are particularly good neighbors and most 
varieties will thrive under the same conditions. About the only difference is 
that you should water Cypripediums the same day you make up your mind that 
they need it or the next day. Don’t wait until the day after. If space is available 
and the budget allows a separate enclosure, there are a few fancy touches that 
Cypripediums will enjoy. As with Cattleyas, Cypripediums have been grown by 
amateurs in a wide variety of growing media—sand, gravel, haydite and composts. 
At Armacost and Royston we have adopted osmundine as a standard medium for 
growing all varieties of Cypripediums. Pot your plants slightly less firm than you 
would Cattleyas but keep the grain of the peat as near as possible vertical. Cypri- 
pediums enjoy quite heavy shade after potting and a moist atmosphere. After they 
are established a light intensity of near 600 foot candles through the growing 
season and near 1,000 foot candles (which would be about the same as one would 
use for ferns, azaleas, camellias, etc.) in the shorter days is a safe range. Day 
temperature in California will run into the high nineties without damage but where 
possible 68° to 80° is better. Where low day temperatures are available a night 
temperature of 50° to 55° or even lower if much “fire” heat is necessary to maintain 
it. In warmer realms 60° or a few degrees above is beneficial. Don’t be afraid to 
let your Cypripediums dry at the roots for a short period, then water them thor- 
oughly. Cypripediums enjoy a free circulation of air, but remember to keep the 
relative humidity as near 60% as possible. If your plants have good root systems 
a light spray overhead will do no harm but it is better to let them dry before night- 
fall. The warm growing whites and mottled leaf varieties may be handled as other 
types but prefer a temperature five to eight degrees higher.

ORCHIDS OUT - OF - DOORS 


Cymbidiums and many varieties of Cypripediums will grow well in the open in 
many states in the union side by side and under such a wide range of conditions 
as to have caused wide dissension among amateurs and some professionals as 
well on the subject of ideal conditions for them. However, it is generally consid- 
ered now that if one follows more or less a few standard rules and leaves the 
fine points to those who enjoy detail, successful culture is assured. First of all, pro- 
vide a light, open soil mixture so that the water will drain freely. This may be accom- 
plished by working in a mixture of leaf mold, Swedish, Dutch or German peat 
and old shredded osmundine. Be careful with sand because some soils will “cake” 
if sand is added to them. If grown under lath then the average light intensity 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 foot candles or shade suitable for ferns, camellias, 
azaleas, etc. The reason for this is that as the sun moves, the ‘shade of the laths 
will move along the leaves providing periods of lower light intensity of about the 
correct degree. If your growing medium is well drained the plants will take water 
about once a week in summertime. A good way to determine the degree of dryness 
that should be reached before watering is to take a handful of soil from just beneath 
the surface and squeeze it. If it forms a cake the soil is too moist for watering. If 
it does not form a cake then it is time to water. In areas where freezing conditions 
are encountered during winter months Cymbidiums may be grown by a combina- 
tion glass house and out-of-doors culture. In this case it is better to employ pot 
culture and the same mixture recommended above or a bit more fibrous. In summer 
grow them under lath or trees that will afford the above light intensity and bring 
them inside when the outdoor temperature reaches the low forties at night. Don’t 
raise the night temperature rapidly after bringing the plants under glass. Since 
the shading applied to the glass is more constant than lath, a light intensity of 
1,000 to 1,500 foot candles would be the equivalent of the above recommendation 
for lath culture. The night temperature recommended for Cypripediums is ideal 
for Cymbidiums. If placed in the same house with Cattleyas or Cypripediums give 
them the position with the greatest amount of light.
